A 0 REUNION IN THE SOUTA PACIFIC. 


Lirrie did the graduates of a year ago from the 
Naval Academy think, after getting their orders, 
that ever such an event as tock place on the even- 
ing of June 6th, 1891, at Iquique, Chili, would come 


to pase. 

It is always the unexpected that happens, partic 
ularly in the Navy.

(Cadet Everhart was detained on 
board the Baltimore on duty. 

Dinner was io order at #1x o'clock, and at 9 30 en- 
tirely out of order. Each ore was a toastmaster, 
— each one responded to a toast by word or 
action. 

Fer instance, in calling up reminiscences, when a 
toast to Ches'er. Pa., was proposed and most of us 
looked toward Tommy T—— for response, he simply 
smiled aod the bottom went up. 

Tbe first toast of all was one to our dearly be- 
loved, absent, bretbren of ‘90, at that time rusticat- 
ing ia Hayti—pobres diabios. This toast was druna 
elowly and sualy for our bearts went ovt in sym 
patby to some of them for other reasons than that 
of being in Hayti. Aod had the occasion not been 
such a jolly one, tears migbt have moistened the 
toast, as witb one accord their classmates murmured 
“ pobres diablos.”’ 

And were sweethearts neglected? As easily could 
our graduation be forgotten, for what, indeed, would 
tbat event be without the sweet little romance al- 
ways attending it? There was unlooked for feeling 
dispiayed inv the drinking of this toast by some of 
the class that aroused grave suspicivuns. 

“Our homes” was proposed and feelingly re- 
sponded to. ‘87's congratulations to ’90 and '90’s 
thanks to’87 displayed the good will borne by the 
one to the other.

course in naval construction.

gleaming trom out yon azure square prociaim a unity no 
power cao break. Keveilie played off by the bund ended 
the early morning celebrations. At noon a salute of 44 
guns was fired, and then signs of unusual activity were ob- 
served around the post,as preparations were begun for 
the match baseball game to be played on the parade, be- 
tween the “post nine” and tbe “ Buffalo Ciub,” from the 
“Metropolis of Western Wyoming,” of that name about three 
miles trom the post. A back stop of three teut flies was 
erected at the East eud of the purade. A tent una Lenches 
for visiting civilianr,and a grand stand formed by two 
Army wagons for the ladiesand children of the fort, which 
was well filled during most of the afternoon by interested 
spectators, including Mrs. Van Horo, the wife of the col- 
onel of the 8th Infantry; Mrs. Welis, Mrs. Mercer and sev- 
eral young ladies visiting in the fort. The post nine pre- 
sented a very fine appearance in their new uniforms of 
dark grey trousers and sbirts with brigbt blue stockings, 
belts and caps. 

The “ Bisons” were uniformed in white trousers, black 
shirts and cape. The game was umpired by Lieut. Gose, &th 
Iofantry, and resulted in a complete victory tor McKinney. 

In the evening the children were made happy by a display 
ot fireworks in charge of Lt. Jones, 8th Infantry. A huge 
paper talloon ableze with fire inside, which soared magnifi- 
cently over the mountains and lost itself io a cloud, crown- 
ing the day’s delight. An occasions! rocket and roman can- 
die from the barracks and the ijaundress line showed 
that the fires of patriotism burned also in the hearts of the 
rank and file. 

So the day passed quietly, and pleasantly, and, as the offi- 
cers of the fuerd y remarked, without a single 
confinement for disorderly conduct duriag the day on nis’ t.

Tue Army and Navy Gazette tells of a captain 
who “many years ago”"’ had occasion to expend a 
spar to replace a topgallant yard, and duly entered 
the same in the record of daily expenditure as * ex- 
pended to replace a yard carried away.’’ But this 
was exactly the sort of entry that the vigilant 
Audit Department of the period, then located at 
Somerset House, could by no means pass, and an 
explanation was promptly called for, to name the 
person who away the spar, and why, and 
what steps were taken to recover it. The tradition 
is that the irate officer directed a fresh record to be 
sent in for the period, wherein canvas was shown as 
expended for repair of jib-sbeets, spars for repairs 
of guys and braces, brooms for sweeping the 
anchor, and so on, and that the *“‘amended”’ account 
was passed without demur or question. 


Mr. Arcuer P. Crovucn, who was cable laying on 
the Chilian coast between Valparaiso and Iquique 
last February, gives in the Nineteentn Century a 
very interesting account of the last named piave, 
and of the bombardment, whioh be witnessed from 
the foremast cross-trees of bis ship, the Silvertown. 
This vessel] was aocbored in a favorable position for 
witnessing the whole engagement, between ber and 
the shore being only the Warspite and the ill-fated 
Blanco Encalada, which wus afterwards joined by 
the Esmeralda. ** The Blanco, mavcuvring with her 
twi:)-screws in order to bring ber aifferent guns to 
bear, turned and twisted like some huge reptile, 
spitting forth ita venom from hbalf-a-dozen mouths 
in turp. The volume of white smoke shot forth, the 
loud report followed a second or two later, the sim- 
ultaneous gap in some hitherto intact building, the 
explosion of the sbell, throwing up a discolored 
cloud of dust—each detail was visible.” Later, a 
store of dynamite was struck, and immediately buge 
flames shot up round the spot, and a dense column 
of smoke arose from the red blaze beneath. 


Two of the 6-pdr. field pieces, one fitted with the 
Driges-Schroeder breech mechapism and the otber 
with a new system, the invention of a Mr. Lynch, 
one of the he hates employees—both of which 
were built at the Washington Navy-yard from forg- 
ings furnished by the Midvale Company—were 
given prelimivary trials at the Indian Head prov- 
ing grounds July 13. Both guns stood the tests well, 
the Driggs-Scbroeder system giving the best results 
for rapidity, a record of nine shots per minute be- 
ing obtained, against six for the Lynch system.

6 in.; and displacement, 13,289 
tons. She will bave 16 boilers, each with four fires, 
and two engines developing 15.200 horse-power. Her 
armament will consist of 32 guns, of which four 
will be of 68 tous and 13.5 in. calibre. 


PrIvaTe advices from the U. 8. 8. Ranger are to 
the effect that in bull, engines and boilers, the sbip 
is in urgent need of very extensive repairs, and it is 
feared that to put ber in seagoing condition will re- 
quire more than the 20 per cent. exvenditure, in 
which event the list of “‘unavailables” will be in- 
creased by one. 


Tae N. Y. Tribune of July 17 has alone article 
presenting the claims of the islavd of Navassa for a 
naval coaling station. It belongs to the Nevasea 
Phosphate Co. and is under the jurisdiction of the 
United States. Strategically, it 1s well situated, iy- 
ing between Hayti and Jamaica, commanding the 
Windward passage. The Tribune quotes Capt. 
Horace Elmer, of the Kearsarge, as ssying: * 
irland rises almost perpendicularly out of the sea, 
presenting on every side a sheer cliff 30 ft. bigh, but 
there is deep water right alonside, averaging 14 
fathoms. The surf, however, prevents vessels from 
mooring right against the cliff. The anchorage is 
excellent, and the roadstead opposite the present 
settlement on the island is completely sheltered 
from northers, but during the southeast trades it is 
bard to land on the island. This at the best of 
times is done by climbing up a ladder that hangs 
the face of the oliff. The highest ridge is 800 ft. 
above sea level, and beside a ventral battery, forts 
could be built on the eastern and western enis of 
the island, where high bluffs would give a splendid 
command for artillery fire. A fort built near the 
site of the present signal station would amply vro- 
tect the roadstead.” Navassa contains about 1,000 
acres or ope anda half square miles of territory, 
What a lovely station it would make for one of our 
artillery companies! 





REVENUE MARINE SERVICE. 


A despatch from Port Townsend, Wasbington, 
July 10, says: During the last 15 days five opium emug- 
giers have been captured crews from tbe United 
States revenue cutter Wolcott. The activity of the Wol- 
cott is practically breaking up al! smuggling on the straits, 
which during the last two years hes been a perfect harvest 
to sco es of men. 

“ Reform " is staring every officer of the Revenue Marine 
cquace in the face. It materialized shortly after March 4, 

l. Its existence is becoming more and more apparent 
every day. Strange to say many of the recent innovations 
bave been imperatively needed years ago. Particularly was 
this so in the matter of rations. Materiel gr-atiy suffered, 
and personnel and esprit bad in co uence no initistive. 
But matters are now changing and changing rapidly for 
good every day. Future vessels may be expected to ap- 
proach more to the order of sea-going craft, an’, besides, 
there will be due regard in their designs to adaptability as 
gunboats in time of war. Speed, too, will not be a sub 
of talk, but a subject in reality. The sums appropriated in 
the past tor new vessels have, in many instances, beea too 
smal). True economy requires that revenue vessels should 
be built with a regard to future war coatingencies. De- 
signing with this view in mind must be acc »mpanied by 
larger appropriations. 

Leck of appropriations has alone prevented tbe Treasury 
Department orderiog a complete battery ot Hotchkiss guns 
to the majority of the vessels in the Revenue Marine Ser- 
vice. As it is, these rapid-fire guns will be suoptied as 
rapidly as possible, and it is not unlikely that a few 37-mili- 
metres Hotchkiss revolving cannon will be supplied in ad- 
dition to the rapid-fire gun. It is tbe military function of 
the Revenue Marine that is now being developed, and uoder 
the present progressive policy the service in tne course of a 
few yeara will be in reality a coast giard.

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DISCIPLINE IN THE ARMY. 


Our article of July 4 on Army Discipline ap- 
pears to have been accepted by the great body of 
the Army as especially appropriate to Indepen- 
dence Day, though there is, of course, another 
point of view, and what we said was naturally not 
acceptable to all. With reference to the matter of 
roll-calls, our attention is directed to the fact that 
the amended Regulations say: ‘*‘ There shall be, 
daily, at least, two roll calls.” * * * ‘* Ordi- 
narily tbere will not be any formation for roll call 
attatto.” * * * ‘* Taps shall be sounded at 11 
o’clock P. M., when an inspection of quarters shall 
shall be made by the ist sergeants,” * * * 
‘*who will report to the officer of the day the 
names of all enlisted men who may be absent there- 
trom without leave.” The old tattooroll call is un- 
known in foreign services, and prior to its abolition 
was generally condemned as unnecessary in our 
own. It has given place to an inspection that ap- 
parently accomplishes the same results with less 
inconvenience. We are assured that should the 
concensus of opinion, as ascertained from official 
reports, demonstrate the impropriety of the change, 
there will be no difficulty in haying the old regula- 
tion restored. 

It is denied that Col. Compton would have incur- 
red any risk of censure had he announced that ab- 
sentees from a special roll call, to be held at a cer- 





tain hour, would be severely dealt with. We are 
further told that the spectacle of a post commander 
coolly ignoring the orders of his superiors, while ex. 
scting from his icferiors strict obedience to bis own 
mandates,is not an infrequent occurrence in our Ser- 
vice, and we are asked whether this does not injure 
instead of promoting the discipline of the garrison, 
The qaestion is much too general to be replied to in 
this form. Undoubtedly, ‘‘all inferiors should be 
required to obey strictly, and to execute with ala. 
rity and good faith the lawful orders of the superi- 
ors appointed over them.” Yet, at the same time, 
it is to be borne in mind that the best service is ob. 
taiued from those who are allowed the largest lb- 
erty compatible with disvipline. 

Complaint is made that too large a license had 
been taken by post commanders in detailing men 
away from their companies, an interferepce with 
company duty only to be excused in the plea of ab. 
solute necessity. The instruction and efficiency of 
their commands was subordinated to what 
they conceived to be the needs of the rooms, gar. 
dens, buildings, etc., of their posts, to such an ex- 
tent that the companies were military organizations 
in name only and laboring parties in fact. G. 0, 
129 of 1890, Hdqrs. of the Army, restricting details, 
was intended to remedy this abuse. The corres- 
pondsnce attending its enforcement, even as to de 
tails affecting the personal comfort or convenience 
of post commanders, if it has annoyed those who 
are the subjects is, it is contended, beneficial to the 
Service and iu the interests of true discipline. 

Concerning the general subject of our article an 
officer writes us as follows : 

“In a free and intelligent country like ours disci- 
pline must be thesynonyme of strict justice, and 
must above all things be absolutely impartial. An 
organization cannot be said to be a disciplined body 
whose officers, especially high officers, violate the 
code with impunity, either by their personal con- 
duct, cfiicial acts, or professional shortcomings. As 
@ consequence of the isolation of our Army, too 
much stress has been, and is yer, laid by some off- 
cers upon their mere rank. Ravk carries with it 
pot only privileges and rights, but obligations and 
duties as well. But there are officers who habitu- 
ally commit excesses, use undignified and profane 
language, disregard Regulations whenever they 
think they can do so without being discovered, are 
slothful and ignorant, and still expect their men to 
be correct in their conduct and prompt and obedi- 
ent in the discharge of their duties, and who, when 
disappointed in this respect, loudly proclaim that 
the Service is going to the dogs under the new dis- 
pensation. Officers of this class, whose number vn 
the active list is fortunately diminishing fast, are 
likely to have a hard roai to travelia these days 
when troops are brought into comparatively close 
contact witb an intelligent and discriminating pub- 
lic. To be asuccessful commender aa officer must 
jn his deportment be a model to bis men; a real, not 
merely a nominal, leader in everything that per- 
tains to his profession or duties. Such an officer 
will baye iittle difficulty in maintaining perfect dis- 
cipline, and can implicitly rely upon the confidence, 
respect and support of his superiors.” 

This is all very true, but it does not touch the 
point we made, which is distinctly this: that the 
proper liberty of action of conscientious and capable 
officers should not be unduly restricted in the 
effort to keep within limits offivers who are not fit 
to be trusted with authority. If there are apy 
such in our Army, get rid of them in the speediest 
possible way, but do not lose sight of the import- 
ance of training good officers to assume responsi: 
bility and to act independently. The chief function 
of our Army is to serve as a training school for off- 
cers, anc in view of the possibilities of the future 
we regard it as essential that they should have 
every opportunity for practice in the habit of in- 
dependent command. We cannot accomplish this 
without ruoning the risk of the improper exercise of 
authority on the part of individual officers. Bat is 
it not wise to take this risk, even though it may re 
sult in occasional unpleasant criticism upon Army 
methods? The quality of an officer is quite as mucb 
to be considered as his particular methods of en- 
forcing a discipline which always has been and 
always must be arbitrary. As we said before, 
others are in a better position than we are to judge 
as to the application of the principle of independ- 
ence we contend for, and which we insist upon only 
because we consider it essential to the efficiency 
of our military establishment, 
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THE Department Commanders, who were Divi- 
sion Commanders until recently, have settled into 
the new condition of affairs, and official business 
within their commands and at their headquarters 
is pow running with the customary smoctbness and 
celerity. The inferences drawn by some daily papers 
that the recent abolition of the military divisions is 
‘‘an initiatory movement towards a greater Federal 
power,” draw attention to an article on ‘‘Central- 
ization in Army Affairs,” contributed by Colonel J. 
G. O. Lee, U. 8. A., to the Journal of the Military 
Service Institution. This experienced officer, after 
expressing wonder that the work of the Army re- 
quired is accomplished, ‘* s0 deeply are we besotted 
with routine and form, and voluminous methods,”’ 
says: ‘‘With these growing evils is associated what 
most persons regard as an alarming tendency 
toward the centralization of the control and man- 
agement of details, which, it is thought, should 
claim the profound attention and active effort of 
every legislator and soldier in the land, that it may 
be checked.” And Colonel Lee is by no means 
blind to the fact that his views may not be accept- 
able to “‘higher authority,” for he says : “If asked 
to particularize, one should perhaps hesitate feel- 
ing that the strong hand of those in power should 
they differ from him, might be visited upon bim 
remorselessly.” But, says he, with the courage of 
his convictions, one if actuated by a deep, earnest 
desire for the betterment of Service, might straight- 
ly point toward almost any one of the great depart- 
ments of management and answer: There. 








It is astonishing to find Army officers in England 
arguing fora transfer of the function of coast de- 
fence to tbe navy. A paper advocating this change 
was read by Lieut.-General Sir Wm. Jervois before 
the United Servive Institution June 26, and Lord 
Ripon, in closing the discussion, said that on the 
whole.a majority of the speakers were in favor of 
some portion, at al] events, of the proposals of Sir 
Wm. Jervois. There had been a general feeling that 
the direction in which he desired to move was the 
rigbt one, and that it would be a distinct advantage 
with regard toa certain number of their naval sta- 
tions if they could be brought more completely un- 
der tbe control, superintendence, and command of 
the Naval Department. On the other hand, doubts 
had been expressed—and he confessed to sharing 
tbem—with respect to the applicability of this 
scheme to their most important stations—Ports- 
mouth, Gibraltar, Malta, and such as these. 








Tue New York correspondent of Engineering 
gives in the number for July 3 an interesting ac- 
count of the growth of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers, now a little over eleven 
years old. It originated in a meeting called at No. 
96 Fulton street, New York, Feb. 16, 1880, by Prof. 
John E. Sweet, Prof. R. H. Thurston and A. L, 
Holley. It now numbers 1,319 members, and owns 
the building it occupies at 12 W. 3lst street, New 
York, which cost $69.000. Its Presidents have been

J. F. Holloway, Coleman Sellers, Geo. H. Babcock, 
Horace See, Henry R. Towne and Oberlin Smith.

THE WHITE SQUADRON AT BOSTON. 


THE officers and men of the White Squadron have 
bad a most exciting week at this place. All bande, 
from tbe admiral to the lowest landsman, have been 
on the continued jump and none will be sorry to 
= S much-needed rest after the exercises are con- 
cluded. 

The Squadron left Hampton Roads at noon, Wed- 
pesday. July 1, an4 arrived at Boston on July 4, be- 
ing detained 7 fogs outside. ‘The usual ceremonies 
were observed for the Fourth—shiovs dressed, salutes 
fired, and at night the barbor was made brilliant by 
the s- arch lights and signal lights of the Squadron. 

Sunday was general visiting day on the flagsbip 
Newark, and thousands of curious land-iubbers 
thronvged ber decks from 10 A. mu. till sunset, the 
barbor being literally alive with boats bound to and 
from the admiral’s stately sbip. 

Monday the naval militia joined the Wabash and

. Tbe admiral paid an offitia! call upon His Excel- 
lency, the Governor of Massachusetts, attended by 
his personal staff. This visit was returned by the 
Governor and staff in the afternoon, the usval 
bonors, salutes and so on being rendered. One 
peculiarity of thia visit noticed was that during the 
salute to the Governor, the State fise of Massachu- 
setts flew at the fore of the flagship Newark. 

On Tuesday the division of the pavat militia re- 
ported on board tbe several sbips, and in the fore- 
boon wereinstructed and drilled at stations at great 

ups. In the afternoon they were given drill and 
pstruction at the secondary batteries and in the 
various detaile of the powder divisions. As this drill 
and instruction devolves upon the fficers of the 
sbip and lasts from 9 30 A. M. to 12 M. and from 1 to4 30 
P. M., all are glad to see the aun disappear behind 
the gilded dome of the State house and seek a 
needed rest for the iollowing day. 

On Wednesday forenoon the militia and regular 
erews were assigned to the great guns and Grilled at 
“general quarters” until 12 m., when the welcome 
call of secure was greeted by all with exciamations 
of pleasure. 

In the afternoen the militia were sent as relief 
numbers. being divided among the boats’ crews, 
and at 3.00 the flagship signaled “arm and away 
boats.” As each vessel’s complement reported 
alongside the flagah'p, they were inspected and 
formed abreast the Newark, after which they were 
drilled bv sigual from the Newark. 

Tuceday vigbt a dinner was given on the Wabash 
by the militia officers to the officers of the firet, a 
delightful programme of music being furnished and 
an elegant menu served. Several takiog informa! 
speeches of welcome were made by the officers of 
the miltia dnd suitably responded to by the fleet 
officers. Among those present were: Capts. Casey 
and Philip, Comdr. Chad wick, Lieut.-Comdrs. Swin- 
burne, Manney and Kingsley, Lieuts, Moore, Mason, 
Nilea, Robinson, Tanpan, Buckingbaw, Staunton, 
Gleaves, Rohrer, Winterbalter, Winder, Pillsbury 
and Colby, and Ensigos Marble, Brittain, Norton, 
Hughes and Jackson; Capt. Mercer, U.S. M. U.; 
Lieut. Gulick, U. 8. M. C., and others, 

Tbureday morning, after receiving the militia bat- 
talion, the fleet got under weigh and steamed out- 
side for the target practice that the militia bas 
looked forward to with such interest. As the fleet 
steamed out in column in the following order, 
Newark, Atlanta, Boston, Yorktown and Vesuvius, 
numerous accompanying veseels crowded with 
sigbteeers hung on each flank of the Squadron.

As 
each vessel passed the observing boats the danger 
flag was broken at the foreand fireopened from the 
main battery, each gun of the maio battery deliver- 
ing two shots as the Vessels passed in succession. 
Upon reaching the end of the firing line each ves- 
sel, following the flagebip, countermarched, and as 
they again passed along the line tive shote were 
fired from each of the guns of the secondary bat- 
tery. 

The firing was very cood, indeed; far better than 
was expected, the target being several times struck 
by tbe main batteries, and literally riddled by tne 
secondary battery fire. The militiamen bandled 
the guns like veteransand showed a cooivess iu pull- 
ing the lockstring that was far from what was ex- 
pected by the old sbell-backs looking on. 

Tbursday niebt the militia made an attack on the 
Newark, Atlanta and Boston, these three being con- 
sidered enemy's sbipsin barbor. The attack was 
very cleverly planped, andso far as the Newark 
and Boston were concerned, very picely carried out, 
these two being torpedoed, the Atlanta escaping, 
owing to her position and the active and effective 
use of her lights and secondary battery.

The commanding officer of the proving grounds 
deny | Hook has sent a report to the Chief of Ord- 
nance O e Army as to the result of the trials re- 
ently made by him of the mechanical fuse invented 
by Gev.

The recent explosion of a 6 inch gun on board the 

British steamer Cordelia has attracted much atter- 
ion among ordnance officers bere. Commo. Folger, 
biet of the Naval Ordnance Bureau, does not think 
t probable that tbe accident was altogether due to 
be weakness of the gun, though it was unquestion- 
bly ofa bad type. He thinks that it was probably 
jue in alarge measure tothe change in the char- 
ter of the powder used. All modern high-power 
powders when they come from the makers have a 
ertain poonuminas of moisture in them, and unless 
hat moisture can be retained they increase in vio- 
sce to a dangerous degree. In the United States 
avy the charges of powder are put up in cans and 
hermetically sealed so as to retain the moisture as 
bearly as possible in the proper degree, and pres- 
ure gauges are issued to every ship, and the pow- 
ler must be tested and its pressure asce ned care- 
ully every six months. Reports of these tests are 
orwarded to the Chief of Ordnance, and if the pres- 
ure in the powder chamber exceeds 15 tons to the 
quare inck, an order is sent to the sbip reducing 
be charges sufficiently to bring the pressure down 
0 that himit, which is never exceeded in the Navy 
ups. The adherence to this system bas not only 
prevented any serious accident to any of the new 
uns thus far, but it has also tended to their preser- 
ation, and they will last much longer than if sub- 
cted to higher pressures.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


What regiment in the Union Army 
sustained the heaviest losses in any one engagement ? Also, 
what regiment sustsined the heaviest loss in the Confeder- 
ate Army? ANs.—Fox, in bis “Regimental Losses in the 
Civil Wer,”’ reports that the Ist Maine Heavy Artillery sus- 
tained the greatest Joss in battle of any regimental organ- 
ization inanyarm of the Service, baving 423 officers aod 
men killed and wounded. The Ist Maine vairy sustained 
the greatest loss of any cavalry regiment, baviog 174 officers 
ané men killed and wounded. The 5th New Hampsbire In- 
fantry followed next after the lst Maine, with a loss of 205 
men killed and wounded during a service of four years. Its 
losses were the result of aggressive, hard stand-up fighting; 
none of it heppened in routs or through blunders. The 
records of Confederate insses are not complete. The Ist 
Texas, at Antietam, lost 82.3 per cent. 10 Filled and wound- 
ed—186 out of 226. The 26th N.C.. at Gettysburg, lost 588 
out of 800 men—73.5 per cent. During the war the Confed- 
erate Armies lost ion the ag te pearly 10 percent. in 
killed or mortally wounded. The average loss in the Union 
Armies was 5 ver cent., though in some brigades it ran up 
to from 15 to 20 percent. Upto the campaigns of 1 

the losses about balanced each other; after that the records 
show an excess of 60,000 killed and wounded in the Union 
Armies. but exact statistics of Confederate service would 
no doubt considerably lessen this. The Confederates largely 
neutralized the Unien superiority in numbers by keeping 
their men constantly at the front and putting a larger pro- 
portion of them upon the fighting line in an engagement.

NATURE OF DISABILITY NOT TO BE 
SPECIFIED. 


Orricers and enlisted men of the Army have 
cause to be grateful to the autborities of the War 
De tment for the recent amendment to the regu- 
lations which preveuts the entry on the muster rolls 
cf the name of the disability which unfits them for 
duty and places them on ‘‘sick report.’’ Under a 
misapprehension of the requirements of the Pen- 
sion Office, the opposite course has beretofore been 
pursued, and medical officers have been required to 
enter in the company sick book a diagaoosis for 
every soldier whom they excused from duty, which 
diagnosis bas been duly copied upon the muster 
rolls. Avy one conversant with the gossipy life ofa 
garrison knows to what that leads,and the “‘ilis 
that flesh is heir to” are soon the subjects of gibe or 
jest in the barrack room, or whispered “news” of 
condolence or contempt for the unhappy victima, 
whose feelings get little less consideration than if 
they were the spuils of a Comanche [Inadian. 

This has been accepted, with occasional growls, as 
one of the incidents of Army life, admittedly disa- 
greeable, but indiepenrably neceseary iv the inter- 
est of possible pension. 

Close inquiry into the requirements of the Pension 
Bureau disclose the fact that the validity of a claim 
for au invalid pension is establisbed upon ordinary 
rules of evidence, viz., the statements of those who 
are cognizant of the facts. In the majority of cases 
the medical offceris thse only person competent to 
make such statements. in exceptional cases (gener- 
ally of injuries) the company commander may be 
competent to make them, and former regulations 
required him to do so, or when be could not, to state 
the circumstances lepding tothe disability, ex 
ing also an Opivion as to thé line of ¢cuty, if he 
able to do so from the knowledge he bad, orif not 
to say 80; bis opinion is therefore only one of many, 
including that of the medical and euch otber 
persons, comrades, eto., as might have k ze 
of the case, that form the evidence upon which the 


Pension Bureau‘decides a question of line of duty 
and wo the validity:of a clain. 

The v officer is required to make miantely 
detailed record of bis observations, which are al- 


ways open to the post commander, and a copy is de- 
ted in the War Department, where it is eate- 


ally joined by the com mander’s muster 
roll, The necessity for pu ty concerning the ail- 
wents of the sick of the Army does not therefore 


exist, and the authorities are able to protect the 
professional confidence which must obtain between 
a patient and his physician, with similar as 
in civil life, where no right is more sacredly cous! d- 
ered than this. The company commander can al- 
ways obtain from the post commander such infor- 
mation of the sick of his company as :t is proper for 
bim to have, and the unfortunate sick man, be he 
officer or soldier, can bestow his confidence upon 
the doctor with the assurance that it will be re- 
spected, aud that he will not be subjected to the 
mortification of having his misfortune prociaimed 
in the barrack room during the process of “com- 
paring muster rolls.”

Tux Italian African troops, over 6,000 in all, are 
henveforth to form an integral part of the national 
army. 

A Very serious feeling of discontent.is reported to 
prevail ia the British Army, indicated by the unu- 
sual prevalence of the spirit of insubordination.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


STATE CAMP OF INSTRUCTION, N. Y. 
PErK®KILL, July 11, 1891. 


WITH 29 officers and 444enlisted men, a total of 473 
present, ont of a roll of 609. the 7ist Reet., New York 
Citv, embarked on the steamer Bay Queen on Satur 
dey, July 4, for their tour of duty at thestate Camp 
of Instruction af Peeksk#l, arriving at about 4 P.M., 
where they found the two Brooklyn regimente 
drawn up in line opposite the guard tents and ready 
to receive them. 

As tbia was not the first tour of the regiment at 
the State camp. the old bands quickly set things to 
rigbte, and bv dress parade the camp was in apple 
pie order. This firat ceremony was creditable and 
evinced a desire on tbe part of officers and men to 
reclaim the record made two years ago. It is safe to 
say that the 7let of to-day is practically a pew regi- 
ment, for more than two thirds of the coumand 
were never at the camp before, bat the manner in 
which the duty was taken holi of showed that 
theugh new men, they were ready and willing to 
avail thems+lves of all the knowledge that could be 
obtained. It was Fourth of July night, and though 
the reins of discipline were not beld with a tight 
band, it is a pleasure to state that there was no dis- 
position on tbe part of the men to break through the 
camp rules.

The officers, to use a slang ex- 
pression. “ were not init,” and when you bear a captain 
order “ To the rear marcn, double time, commence firing,” 
any ordinery soldier's face ™ust beam with a broad grin at 
such a comm nd, and yet it was repeated againand again 
without cerrection by the fi-id officer. 

The skirmish drill of Wedoesduy was in the main fair, 
though several extraordinary commands were given and 
executed, The guard wasa combined one, and was well 
mounted, the duty »t the guard bouse receiving the praise 
ot the inspector. The midday drill, 10 companies «f 12 flies, 
was conducted by Lieut. Col. Dennisvn, and consisted of the 
ploymeots an’ deploy meats, marching in column, comrany 
avd civision front. The movements generaliy were ciesn 
cut and fairly well executed, and the wheelings by battal- 
ion, which were exevuted several times, were excellently 
rendered, Coe great fault was observea duriog this drill, 
the time wasted in dressing and the poor aligoments when 
conipleted, On many occasions the dressing by compuny 
ap ered to be by file instead of ‘company. The dress pa- 
rade of the eveniog was taken by Cact. Miller, and was an 
exce.lent ceremony, the separates showiog weil in the maa- 


val. 

The usual skirmish drill by company occupied the morp- 
ing bours of Toursdsy,and showed the several commands 
to verv good advaotage, ibe men end cfficers workiog haru. 
Mucn improvement was shoen, and the desire of the mento 
pertect themselves in the movements was most commenda- 
bie. Asteady and warked improvement in the company 
duty can be readily observed,and many of the men who 
came iptocamp ina very wgreen state are now in excellent 
sbape and pertorm their duties in a most solderiy manner, 

The only fe ult that could be fouod with the guard mount 
of this dav was the luck of distance between the baud and 
lesding platoon. The pessage in review was otherwise ex- 
cellent, Tbe duttalon drill of this morning was iu skirmish- 
ing bytbe membersana hv company. Tois duty was tully 
explained by Lieut. Col. D -noi-on, and was most success- 
fully performed by the several compyni+s. Tne deployment 
ip two lines, the advance firiox, the re-inforcement of the 
lines by the muin booy: this was a most successiul exbibi- 
tion of the work of a rezimeot on the skirmish line in face 
ofunenemy. This driil was repeated on Friday,and the 
ceremcniescf both days wereexceliently rendered. Asa 
whole the week's work of the regiment must be commended, 
and as the command passea out of cump the svldierly ap- 
pearance of the 7lat,and the spap with which the maoual 
was executed, proved that time bad not been wasted. Ino 
addition to the regular duty Co. B, the Harlem company, as 
it » called, bave orgzouized a sigpal corps and a corps of en- 
gireers.

tuted tbe Ist Provisional Battalion at the State Camp, The 
oom panies m the river counties arri early in the 
afternoon and rélieved the guards of the 321 and 47th. Ua- 
like the regiment, a majority of the battalions had per- 
formed at east one tour of camp duty, so it took them but 
a sbert time to place their camp in order, and by supper 
time the men were settied in their canvas bouses and were 
prompt at rol! call for the first dress perade. The guard 
mount of Sunday was a joint para:‘e of the regiment and 
battslovr, as were the dress parades of each day during tbe 
week. The moroiog drills were eonducted on the same 
plans as in the regiment, a skirmish, varied by company 
movements. During these drills the effective work of armory 
practice was clearly demonstrated, it was clear and dis- 
tinct, the deployments and rallies being all that could be 
desired, while the marcbings in colu@p of fours and com- 
peony, the manual and tiring being of the very finest de- 
scription, Where all were so good, it is slmost impossible 
to individuslize, but if a distinction must be made the 
weight would be in favor of the Jamestown company. 

This was the first time that Capt. Miller bad commanded a 
battalion, and on the first midday drill be was extremel 
nervous, but the novelty soon wore off and he bundled b 
battalion like a veteran. Asin all the previous comands 
the instruction wes progressive, the work commencip, 
with a general aligoment and so on through the gamut o 
the school of tbe hattalion. 

At first the work was somewbat crude, but the officers 
quick!ly settied into barness and much excellent duty was 
performed. On Thursday morning the battalion was put 
througb a course of sprouts by Capt. Miller, the many move- 
ments being sharp aod clean cut. The marchiog and wheel- 
ing of the companies and divisions could bardly be ex- 
celled, while the ployments and deployments were executed 
in a mejority of cases withouta flaw, and were in advaoce 
ot the worx performed by the regiment, A very large num- 
ber of these movements were executed waoile on the march 
and with a precision most satistactory to the inspector of 
drills, The passage of obstucie by the several companies, 
tbe formation and deployment to the front of the double 
colum.of fours,and tbe deployment by two movements 
were bandsowely executed, the severa: dressings bteivg 
rapid and correct. There was little time wasted in the sev- 
eral changes, the oraers being quick and tbe execution ed- 
mirable. Nearly ali the plo} ments were made from the 
maicb, the only tauvits being an uneverness in the changes of 
front, acd sometimes a great gain or loss of distance when 
marcoiog in columao. Asa wbule, this must be considered 
an Al workiog drill, and refi-cts great credit on the abili- 
ties ot Capt. Miller and the Separate Companies. 

Tbe guard duty of the week was, in the main, good and, 
asa rule, satisfactory to Capt. Thurston, and thougd there 
were a tew lapses, especially ib the cbhallengiog the general 
work was commendable io both organizations. 

On Saturday, Juiv 11, the 12th Regt., under Col. Heman 
Dowd, relieved the 7lst and the Provisional Battalion.

Fort Scort, July 7, 1891. 

Company F of the lst K. N. G. spent the Fourth at Joplin, 
Mo.

The othcers and men were royally entertained, by the 
Joplin Light [nfaotry, commanded by Capt. F. C. Florence, 
ably ussisted by Lieuts. Farwell ana Keiler. At3 P.M the 
order was passed to fall in and take up the neuf march for 
the Wark, a distance of about one and a half miles trom the 
city, and to prepare for action. A amall redan had ben 
constructed in one corner of the park, and the Cartha: e 
Light Guard was placed in charge of it, with instructions o 
bold it “at all bazards.”. The otner forces, under commanu 
of Col. Caffee, were formed in live and the battle com- 
menced, whicbd resulted in the capture of the fort and all of 
the torces of the enemy. 

The Kunsastrvops, uoder command of the writer, fought 
the enuagement according to tbe rules Jaid downio the 
“Drill Regulations,” tormulated by the Tactical Bard, and 
clearly éemonstrated to the unlearned aod Casual observer 
its superiority over the old way of doing this kiod of work. 
A live of squads was first formed, an advance was made to 
a point; vulicey firing by squads, at a range, and onjecs 
Damed was bad. A second line wus occupied, and a nua@- 
ber of rouods at the object and range named was fired. The 
squads advanced as skirmisbers fired a number of rounds, 
lying down, aod then rusbed toa point named and fired a 
certain number of rounds lying down. The other troops 
advanced in ciose order, and nad it been a real action wouid 
certainly have suffered a loss of fifty per cent. of its 
pum bers. 

During the late war I used Hardee's Tactics, and since 
the war Upton’s. [have used tae new drill Regulations, 
aod so faras [am cspable of judging, unhesitatingly pro- 
nounce it superior to all preceaing reguiatioos. There ure 
some partsa little obscure, which, I trust, will be made 
plain. These regulations make it aluwoust necessary for eacn 
officer to iearn to use the bugle.

At the cluse ot 
each day, the inspecting officer will present to the regi- 
mental commander a brief synopsis of the errors detected, 
a copy vo. which shall be posted upun the regimental bulle- 
tio board to the end that defects may be corrected and 
babitual errors avoided 1n subsequent drills. 

Owmcers will be held sccountavie tor their knowledge of 
the dutics of their posiuuns.

ALABAMA STATE TROOPS. 

THE State troovs beld their first brigade encampment 
Mobiie June 10-20. The appropriation by the State for 
se was $13,500, which was increased by a contributis 

y the citizens of Mobile to $!5,500. 

As this was the first time tnat whe military officers of ¢ 
State nad ever been called upon to bandie as largea bo 
of men in camp, the result of their labors—the, camp ag 


stood ready for occupancy—exceliently supplied witb water 


light, and all facilities for the comfort and convenience, 
the men, was a sufficient proof of their ability, and of the 
labors. The site of camp wason the western sbore of 
bile Bay, containing sufficient shade tur the comfort of 
witbin easy reach of Mobile (the market for supplies), 
in commupication therewith by railroad, street car line 
and shell road. 

4jabama State troops, by the laws of the State, consist 
three regiments of infantry, of 12 companivs each; to eag 
ig attached a battery of artillery and a troup of cavuiry, 

Satistactory reduced rates for transportation were ¢ 
tained. Transportation requests, similar in every respect 
those issued by the Q. M. General, U.S. A., were the vou 
ers upon which the Q. M. General of the State made fp 
ment, after the encampment was over. Toe result 
eminently satisfactory; this plan bad the advantages 
simplicity, and of disbursements being made by ove vers 
only—the Q. M. General; and of preventing the officers 
men paying theirown way and being reimbursed by 
State as heretofore. 

This consolidation of all the troops at one place, withio 
hours from time ot startuug, from all pointsof tne § 
thvugh prearranged in this instance, 1s a remarkable ex 
pie of the fucilities afforded in the present day by railroad 
io consolidating troops at any one point. Ic is believed 
Alabama, through the co-operation and efficiency of the ¢ 
ficiais of the railroads ia the State, can at any time, wit 
24 bours massa part, and witbio 36 bours, all of its mitit 
forces atany one point. This transportati:n was effect 
withoui accident or ociscomftortto the men,and with 
burt or harm to borses and material, and is deserving of 
bigzhest praise. 


The camp conformed to the regular tactical formation for 


a brigade—iataotry, artillery and cavairy—with their pm 
per intervals. Artillery and cavalry of the three regimen 
were consolidated upon arrival ia camp, aod formed i 
separate battalions. 
batteries and troops were cumped in column of compan 
according to their tacticai formation in line of battle. 

As all the men could not be ted at one time, some fric 
arose when it me necessary for the field officer of 1 
day, who was at the mess ball, to 
who were allowed ro enter ; while others were compelied ti 
await their turn. The foud was wholesome, palatable an 
well cooked ; of sufficient diversity to satisfy the app 
of any man, and, considering the work performed byt 
waiters, the service was excellent. To the R -gulars, bot 
officers and men,and some one of the Regular officers 
spected each meal daily, and always ate ot the same food, 
was unusually good fare. 

Previous to tbe arrival of the troops, regimental quai 
masters reported in camp, with a list of company c 
manders in order of raok; and to them were shewn 
camps of their regiments and battalions, and they a 
cumpanies to their respective querters. So that upon 
arrival of apy company or companies, there was not t 
slightest delay or incoavenience to the men. 

It would appear that there was not the proper apprec 
tion by colonels of the objects for which the list of calls 
ordered, and explanation made of what was to b: d 
when the call was sounded. Not one company was fo! 
at any call when it was so prescribed, exceot at the call 
guard mounting, drill, and dress parade. It was 1a this t 
great laxity of discipline was observed. Reveille, po 
Call, stanle call, etc., etc., were unbeeded; and though ! 
explanation bad been given as to what ought to be doae 
reveille, for example) it was not once properly perfo! 
in camp. There is no greater proot of the discipline of 
command than its prompt and ready answer to all servic 
calls, Colonels should have personally superintendd 
formations of their commands. 

—It was intenged to have brigade movements, t 
tbe arill of the various c»mpanies was not up, and it # 
founa that all that coula be expected was company, butt 
iop, and regimental drill. Tois results trom toe location 
the cumpanies in the State. With the exveption ot Mobi 
there is not a place in the State whcre more than th 
companies can be got together for batt lion drill; and ¢ 
condition of sffairs must exist uotil consolidati 
tukes place. Some very fine compeny drilis were seen, 
Dearly all the companies in tne State can put uoas 
factory company drill. From this it would seem, cot 
there be the opportunity, tbat satisfactory bartalion 
regimental dnii would result. Ooe of the bene fits of 
encampment was that sufficient number of compaaies 
together to evable colonels to drill them botn us batt 
and regiments. The comparison between companies of 
same und different regiments was very beneficial bott! 
othcers and meno. Cavalry and artillery driti, toe acter 
mounted, wus veld twice a day; ia the cavairy, going 
the schoot of the battalion: tve first experience in 
drill for both officers aod men. Guard duty was perform 
by each unit of the brigude around its own camp, cot 
quently each bad its own guard mouotiog dafly, and io! 
lst Regiment, twice aday. Mistakes were frequent at fi 
but were gradually corrected, uatil this ceremony 
fairly well done. ‘ 

Dress parade was held daily,and in succession by 
regiment, to enubie the other regiments tosee it. Probdad 
10 this the State troops were seen to their best advan 
tae line, asa rule, was formed guicbly and accurately, 
the rest of the ceremony was performed in a very busic 
like manner, The men in ranks were inclined to gaze a0 
and not stand strictly at attention ; the file-ciosers 
promptly corrected these faults when ootived. 

The inspection and review of the brigade by the Gove 
of the State was remarkably well done, and was well wor 
seeing. Coil. Williams, Ist Reat., was in command. 
Passiog in review was noticeable for the good aad accuft 
dress of the men, and for its q 1i-k and swiagiog step. 7 
officers ana colors paid the proper asulures when puasing 
review, and at the right time. The artiliery and c»vairy 
adecidediy fine looking body of men, and by their 
ence added greatiy to tne review. Guard auty was, 
rule, not properly performed. Io the lst aod z¢ Regia 
and in the artillery and cavairy it was, 10 most instane 
Darely satistuctory ; in the 3u there seems to have Deed 0 
little attention aad instruction given to tnis most impo 
duty. Frequent inspection and grand rounds were made 
the Govervor and bis staff officers, and othcers of the Uo 
Stustes Army on duty io camp, and resuited in muca goo. 

Salutes were not paid, as a rule, by privates ana oon-o 
miesioned otficers, whether on guard or not, to officers.

The general police of camp 
s dene under the direction of the quartermaster 
soeral, and was done properly. Tbe same is true of 
e cavalry at stables; the watering, feeding, and groom- 
o of bosses, as weil as the saddiing, was always done 
yeervants, If a man regards himself as too much of a 
tleman to learn the duties of a volunteer soldier, be is 
oo much of a gentieman to make a good soldier. It is 
ronably true that in a case of neceasity, the cavalry com- 
mano would bave groomed their borses. This, however, is 
pot the question ; it 1s a question of discipline, of duty, and 
of instruction, The cavalry iu otber States care for their 
horses. Which ls the better disciplined man, the man who 
does, or the man who does not? 
Toe bealthof the command was excellent. Mobile Bay 
forded ample batbing tacilities, The surgeons of the va- 
us regiments were well up 10 their duties, and made fre- 
jqaeot inspections of the sanitary conaition of the camp un- 
ser the direction of the Surgeon General. Surg. Goode, of 
be Ist Regt., is an officer particularly well up ‘a bis outies. 
by bis efforts be bas secured a bospitu! detachment,provided 
ith litters, etc., and the men were well up in their duties. 
The strength of the command taken from tbe consolida 
morning report showed an average of 1,427 offivers and 
imeo in camp daily. 
The State troops bave all the necessary qualifications to 
inske » fine body of soldiers. What is needed to accomplish 
bis ig the selection of proper officers. The elective system 
bolds to this State, there seems to be no better metbod to 
we. It will be remembered that the first lesson of the civil 
war (atter the first battle of Bull Ruo) taught the evils of 
this sytem, and its abolition, by both Federals and Confed- 
erates, im weaiately toliowed. This lesson should not be for- 
gotten in times of peace, and some other system followed 
which willsecure the selection of proper officers. A proper 
sep to this was a general order in this State, requiriog all 
eScers and non commisstooed officers, so selected, to pass 
o examination in tactice, guard duty, etc.; when this is 
rigiciy eptorced, as it soou will be, much will bave been 
done. The better and proper remedy lies in the bands of 
be mep themselves, viz.. to elect only those known to be 
(ficient ¢ ficers and good disciplinparians. Politics and pop 
yurity bave nothing to do with the soldier, and tbe sooner 
be troons of the State of Alebama learn this the better for 
bem. The remarks ot the Governor upon this subj: ct to 





the assembled officers of the camp were strong and to the 
point; infinite gvod will result if they are heeded. 

Notbing but resulted from this encampment, and as 
the first of its kind wasan unqualified success. It is boped 
that next year will see anotber, and in the meantime it 
should be the object of all to devote as much time as possi- 
bie to company and skirmish drill, guard mounting and 
guard duty, and battalion drilis, wherever sufficient number 
of compunies are stationed together.

The discipline of the command is reported as fair, the re- 
lation between officers and men is sucb as naturally result 
from being soldiers to-day and business associates and neigh- 
bors to-morrow, and is common witb ali volunteers first en- 
tering the Service. They do not observe the courtesies re- 
garded by military men as essential to disciphne por evince 
tbat respect for rank and authority which comes only from 
long babit and subjection to the absolute goverament of tbe 
Articles of War. Toeir service is purely voluntary and quite 
a heavy pecuniary tax upon every member of the regiment, 
andao attempt to bring them uo to the standard of the 
Regular Army discipline would, no doubt, result ina fail- 
as - ve ieee > the Comnaianties.. » 

a performance of duty the men were prompt and 
obedient. The officers are young, capable and pie of aod 
witb opportunity and a competent instructor to properly 
direct their energies, would soon briug the regiment up toa 
bigh st d ot excelie The personne! of the regiment 
ig excellent. From the begioning to the ciuse of the camp 
the companies drilled two bours each day, and battalion 
drills once aday. Tkey were tair except skirmish drili, in 
which both the companies and battalions are deficient, aod 
neec much aod thorvugh instructions.
